Being Some Account of the Ad- 
ventures of Librettist Pixley on a 
Three-Year Tour—Shakespeare in 
the Oricnt—The Sultan With an 
Axe to Grind.

Chevalier de Pixley, who has been 
Marco Poloing for three years, has 
returned to Los Angeles to work. 

While wandering from Greenland’s 
icy mountains to the extensively ad- 
vertised coral strand of India. three 
comic operas have accumulated within 
Mr. Pixley’s brain. 

Literary surgeons pronounce the 
case Ere and critical. Mr. Pixley 
himself feels that the imaginative 
pressure can only be relieved by a 
careful and extensive typewriter op- 
eration, so he is going to operate. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pixiey are at the home 
of a relative in the West End. and 
are as happy as Adam and Eve on the 
Tuesday after the first Monday, ex- 
cept that Mrs. Pixley’s recent accident 
in Japan still deprives her of the use 
of a foot. She expects to be in 
edwardpaysonweston order in a few 
weeks, however. 

The Pixleys have visited twenty-nine 
countries since leaving Los Angeles, 
and have traveled 57.000 miles. Put 
into a perpendicular line, that little 
distance would have established an 
altitude record not likely to be broken 
and would have sent them safely out 
K sight of the lights of Broadway 
and too far to hear the noises of Chi- 
cago—but probably not far enough to 
miss the siren note of expanding Los

When he arrived here, the other day, 
he found a eablegram from his - 
lustrious music-maker, Mr. Ladera, 
The famous partnership, which created 
“The Prince of Pilsen,” “The —Burgo- 
master,” “King Dodo“ and other 
pieces is again in full swing. 

NEW OPERA DAY./ 

The lI!brettist plans to work here un- 
tll next summer. 

“A new day has dawned for comic 
opera,” says he. “Years ago, they 
used to put all thelr dramatic art upon 
profoundly series plays. Only occasion- 
ally could an expert be found meddling 
with a thing regarded so pa! pe 
comedy. Put as the pressure of life 
became heavier and heavier, audiences 
turned away from tragedy to comedy, 
for relief. and today, I believe, you 
will find the finest gentus of the stage 
at work upon comedy, or at most, upon 
plays of only semt-serlous nature. The 
same thing happened to opera, but it 
was longer in arriving. Grand opera 
was once upon a time considered the 
only thing worth the attention of a 
really talented composer, and the 
geniuses who ventured into serious 
music were so occasional as to be re- 
markable. Nowadays the very finest 
arts of com 
sign are not deemed too choice for 
comic opera, hence we have the works 
of Strauss and Lehar, and their kind— 
really an ornament to European music 
as a whole. America is not going to 
fall behind Europe, either. This is a 
Renaissance, as you said in The Times 
last Sunday.” 

ORIENTAL SHAKESPEARE, 

Mr. Pixley’s keenest theatrical en- 
tertainment was at Shakespearean 
productions in the Orient. 

“In Rangoon’—says he— 1 visited 
the theater of a native company which 
was attempting “The Merchant of Ven- 
ice.” For an orchestra they had a 
wheezy melodeon, and the music was 
more accidental than Incidental, since 
the chauffeur of the tune-box Was a 
native and unlicensed 
his only library was a book anti- 
quated American popular songs. At 
the approach of Shylock he strummed 
‘If Yo’ Ain't Got No Money Yo’ Needn't 
Come ‘Round,’ and in the love scenes 
with sentiment, "My Gals a 


“In the theaters of pan a play 
was formerly considered all too short 
unless it ran three or four days, but 
to the diemay of the stand-patters the 
progressives have tri-sected the time- 
limit, so that now a respeetable dra- 
matic offering is supposed to endure 
from 11 in the morning until midnight. 
The audience stands it very well as far 
as the Orientals are concerned, but 
Occidentals go visiting and accept din- 
ner engagements between the acts 

“When they come to play Shakes- 

re they have to double up a Tittle. 

erefore, I saw, at one performance, 
‘Hamlet,’ ‘King Lear’ aud ‘Othelio.” 
Others offered them a puzzle in e. 
ing. Why should a Mack man be an 
object of antipathy? There's no reason 
at all, as far as the Japanese can see, 
for a black man is aa good as a white, 
and maybe better—if he's healthier 
and has a more amf&ible disposition. 
The genius of this theater, however, 
saw a way out of the dijeulty. To 
the chosen of Japan a Chinaman ts in- 
deed a Gentile and a barbarian; so 
Othello was a Chinaman. 

“The end of the play was not quite 
satisfactory, either. The Japanese 
mind is not satisfied unless the tragedy 
is complete, and the idea of Othello 
surviving his asphyxial crime was ap- 
palling. Remorse was not sufficient 
as a punishing agent, so five husky 
coolies entered, seized the pig-tailed 
villain, broke all the furniture and 
most of the windows with his unfor- 
tunate body, and then uncermoniously 
dropped him off the back porch Into 
a lake. We ‘were assured that he 
drowned, for we heard the splash. 
Then the five grinning coolies took all 
the curtain calls and the entire honors 
of the play. They were the ultimate 
avengers, and therefore the sole heroes. 

“Funny? Well, I saw one perform- 
ance of Othello, farther south, at 
Singapore, that was funnier than that. 
All the participants were almost black 
by natural color, and to differentiate 
they had an adbino Othello. For the 
English-speaking auditor, it was to 
rell. 
„At the present time the ex- 
pensive Japanese theater bly 
cost no more than $15,000 for its com- 
ponent parts are principally paper and 
bamboo.

The Count is a member of the Hun- 
gartan Parliament and The Hague 
Tribunal of Arbitration and is privy 
counselor to Emperor Franz Joseph 
as King of Hungary. He was born in 
Vienna in 186. His parents were 
Count George Apponyl, late Chancellor 
of the Empire, and Countess Julia 
Sztaray, zealously religious, saintly 
woman, whose benevolence and char- 
itable activities still are quoted in 
Hungary as exam 

Count Stephen Szechenyi, surnamed 
“the greatest Hungarian“ (an ancestor 
of Count Lasslo Szechenyi, who mar- 
ried Gladys Vanderbilt.) always re- 
to him as der kleine Gott 
Albi” (Albert, the little God.“) He 
recei his first education in an in- 
stitution.of the Jesuits in Kalksburg. 
and later a student of the 
Vienna, and subsequently of the Buda- 
pest University.

As Countess Valeska— 
one of the canonesses, and a descen- 
Gant of that Countess Valeska with 
Whom Napoleon the Great fell violent- 
ly in love-—often remarks, they have 
eli the prestige and liberty of married 
Women without the responsibilities of 
a house and family. Each canoness has 
her own suite of three rooms—one as 
a bedroom, the other as a salon and 
the third as a maid's room. These 
rooms are furnished with comfort and 
‘Tefinement. Hesides the more cere- 
monious receptions, which are attended 
by canons and the higher clergy, the 
canenesses have informal tea parties 
and soirees, where society people of 
both sexes gossip, and listen to the 
latest musical attraction. Their ost- 
tion as members of the order of canon- 
esses opens even the most exclusive 
houses for them, and everywhere they 
are treated with a respect which is 
not accorded to an unmarried woman 
in continental cities. 
Their exclusive position arouses a 
good deal of comment from people 
for whom the order is beyond reach. 
Many criticise them and say the order 
is a hotbed of snobbiness, because 
those of the first class have the best 
rooms while those of the second are 
Siodged in damp, dark apartments. 
Several years ago there was a great 
outcry because a rumor got abroad 
that the second class nuns served those 
of the firet class at dinner, and even 
washed the dishes for them. Then the 
Mother Superior gave orders that those 
of the first class should have their own 
maids.

It was due, probably, to the Uking of 
the early New England colonists for 
this Priscilla that the hero of Long- 
fellow’s poem, whom John Alden 
sought for the wife of his friend Miles 
Standish, but won for his own, was 
called by her name. 1 

Still another Latin name of high birth 
is popular. It is Camilla. Camillus 
and milla were the masculine and 
feminine names signifying “freeborn 
servant of the temple.” Young boys 
and girls were so called who attended 
the priests and priestesses in the tem- 
ple as they performed their religious 
duties, and such attendance was es- 
teemed a great honor, for it often led 
to selection as priests and priestesses. 

Camilla, the virgin queen of the 
Volsclans, whom Virgil mentions in the 
„Aeneid.“ received her name because 
she was an attendant of Diana. This 
Camilla was said to be so light of foot 
that she could pass over the ocean 
without wetting her feet, or tread over 
a field of grain without bending a sin- 


gle grass. 

In the sixteenth century there lived 
a St. Camillus, who made his name fa- 
mous among men. He was born at 
Naples, about 1550. When. he was only 
six years old he was orphaned, and not 
many years later he entered the army. 
From the qther soldiers he learned a 
loye of. gambling and gaming. and 
when the army in which he served was 
disbanded he found himself penniless, 
for he had used all his fertune to pay 
his debts. 

So Camillus, untrained in any art 
save that of war, went to work laying 
bricks, and driving the asses that were 
the beasts of burden of Naples. His 
work took him to a Capuchin. monas- 
tery, and there the good friars chided 
him for the habit which had improver- 
ished him, and urged him to repent 
and join their brotherhood. Camillus 
was won over by their pleadings, was 
made a Capuchin friar, and became the 
most zealous worker in the monastery. 
later he went to Rome, where he won 
great renown for his tending of the 
sick, and where he was made director 
of St. James's Hospital. Before his 


death in 1614 he had not only helped | 


many sufferers and wou over many 

men to the order, but he had founded 

a large number of Capuchin houses.

California and Arizona are coming to 
the front on vanadilum-bearing ores, 
notably so in the Camp Francis mining 
district of California and in the Old 
Hat district of Arizona. 

“The larger part of the vanadium 
used in this country is obtained from 
ore imported from Cerro de Pasco, 
Peru, by the American Vanadium Com- 
pany of Pittsburgh, Pa.

“Vanadite is lead oxide with chlorine 
and vanadium,” and that “such wilde 
cat ores are all good cabinet specimens, 
but will never be found abundant 
enough for commercial purposes, even 
if a commercial use of them were 
known.” (Huh!] 

Webster Informs us that vanadite is 
a salt, formed by the union of vanadous 
acid and a base. It is good chemistry 
to let it go at such a practical and 
correct definition.

“In a speech in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on January 17, Mr. Tawney 
of Minnesota protested that Congress 
had certainly ‘appropriated a sufficient 
amount of money to enable our war 
Officials to place the country in a con- 
dition of reasonable preparedness for 
war. In ten years,’ he declared, ‘these 
expenditures on account of preparation 
for war aggregate $2,192,036,580.’ 

“Mr. Tawney then went on to give 
a classified statement of these appro- 
priations, from which it appears that 
more than one half—or $1,105,586,307.09 
—was spent on the navy. In what he 
terms ‘war expenditures’ Mr. Tawney 
included the appropriations made for 
the State, War, and Navy Department 
Building, the Soldiers“ Home at Wash- 
ington, and the Government Hospital 
for Insane! ‘War expenditures’ may 
include bacon and potatoes, but usual- 
ly have now included insane asylums, 
office buildings, and od soidiers’ 
homes. Mr. Tawney has been the 
Chajrman of the Committee on Appro- 
priations for six years.

would have been less rapid and the subjugation of the 
earth would not have been so far accomplished and we 
would not be able today to boast that we are the 


It is not that America has the richest men on earth, 
it is not that the country contains more millionaires and 
semi-millionaires than any other, that we boast. It is 
that the average man here enjoys greater comforts of life 
than in other countries that makes it worth while for 
Americans to boast. For, however, some may contend 
that the wealth of our times is not fairly distributed, 
however much need there may appear that some im- 
provement shall be made in the subdivision of the re 
suits of labor, yet to the really intelligent there is no 
room for dispute in the statement that Americans live 
better and have a larger share of the wealth of the 
day's creation than their fellow-toilers in almost any 
other land. This may find exception among the newly- 
arrived immigrants unable to speak the language and 
unskilled in the ways of earning a living here. But 
these are not yet Americans and can not fairly be in- 
corporated among us in any analysis we make. 

So it is better for us in one sense that we should 
not learn the art of living poor. Let no man on moral 
or philosophic grounds decry ambition or frown on 
aspiration. Let each man go on striving with all his 
might to secure for himself and for his children as 
large a share of the teeming wealth of our rich land as 
he can get by earnest effort directed to honest ends. 
We would not hesitate to say: Let us have more mik 
lionaires, not fewer, many more semi-millionaires, 
vastly more Americans who own their own homes, 
their own farms, who have shares in industrial enter- 
prises and money in bank. It may be (we think it is) 
better to have a larger proportion of our people possess- 
ed of a handsome competency compared to the number 
of the very wealthy. But we would be slow to set a 
limit to the wealth a man may honestly accumulate. 
Rich men are often honest, often sympathetic, often 
conscientious in the use of their wealth, and the more 
on ge men there are in a country the better for all 
of us, particularly for those of us who are not possessed 
of abundant riches. The beggar does not ask alms of 
the indigent, nor does the tailor seek to get a day's 


will be true as long as the world laste—“The poor ye 
have with you always.” No system of government. of 
religion, of political economy, will ever be wrought out 
into practice which will do away with poverty. Dream- 
ers may fancy such a system and see in their minds a 


will be a fact, and when the wealth-creation of the day 
will be portioned out in exact measures to each one in 
the world. Such a dream will never be realized. It 
would not be right that it should be. Ability and thrift 
are not found in all alike, and it has been by recogniz- 
ing the greater man and by securing to the thrifty the 


gains of talent and the savings of economy that the 
earth has been subdued and its wealth made available: 
at all. As it has been in the past so it must be in the 


future, because these laws are as unchangeable as the 
law of gravitation, which holds the vast universe in 
place. 

Men will continue to be born of small capacity. They 
will go on growing less with spendthrift habits. Sick- 
ness will come to many households, and misfortune 
will fall on many heads. We hope the milk of human 


that pictures the time when each household of men 
will prepare breakfast and then instead of sitting down 
to table all go forth to see that all the neighborhood 
is as fully provided. For were all to follow this phil- 
osophy the result would be that all the breakfasts would 
go cold and be eaten by rats while the altruistic people 
ran from house to house until they died of hunger. 
The philosophy founded on experience, the one that 
accepts facts, is the safest. So we shall assume the 
truth of the declaration that the poor will always con- 
stitute part of the human family. And while there are 
to be people whose affairs in the household are not af- 


not become a book “out of print” or “rare.” It may be 
easier for a person whose larder is never empty nor 
his wardrobe scantily supplied to write about the cost 
of living than for the poor to practise the doctrine. 
But there are people in the world who have acquired the 
art and who live up to the doctrine with an admirable 
perfectness. Nor is it the poor of today, those actually 
in need, who would do well to learn the lesson. In our 
country, above all, the vicissitudes of fortune are many, 
sudden aud sharp. The poor man of one day is the mil- 
lionaire of another, while the man of millions.is often 
reduced to penury in a day. 

Our people go to foreign lands for various purposes. 
In one word, most of them go to learn something. The 
scholar finds there subjects for study; the artist finds 
the technique of his art in examples by great masters.

Children go to work at less than 10 years of age at as 
low as 5 cents of our money a day. Their mothers toil 
in the factories or fields at 10 to 20 cents a day, and 
their fathers are fortunate beyond the average if they 
may find a place at 75 cents a day. Many a family of 
six or seven all working when work can be found earn 
a total of $1.25 a day. But of this, rent for a house of 
one room where all herd must be paid, some kind of 
rags to cover the nakedness of all by day and others for 
use at night, must be provided. Fuel and food will both 
be very insufficient out of what is left. Millions of 
human beings in families of six live on a dollar a day 
when times are good and work steady. This often falls 
to half the sum when work is scarce, when one or more 
members of the family fall sick, or when a funeral calls 
all away from toil and gain for a day or two. 

It may be difficult for us to conceive how it is donc. 
But in millions all over the earth men, women and 
children have learned to be poor and not repine; to 
dwell in poverty and not be unhappy. We are not 
taking any extreme case. The example set out above 
is over the average, not under it. There are millions of 
belngs on this earth whose average income per person 
is less than 10 cents a day, others less than 5 cents. 
Yet you would make a grievous error if you were to 
tabulate the incomes of men and women, of individuals 
and families, and then with these data before you at- 
tempt to classify men and women as to their 
ment and happiness. These poor people live 
affections. They uave learned to do with little to 
less to wear, and still less for lodging. They find 
amusements in the society of their children and 
and far from being unhappy they are examples of 
most uninterrupted enjoyment. They know little 
tears and less of disappointment. 
their profound knowledge of how to be poor, 
of them are in their way to be envied.

I am stopping here in the little town of Baalbek, 
which stands right on the edge of the ruins. It has an 
excellent hotel, and its people are hospitable. It has 


about five or six thousand inhabitants, made up of Mo- 


hammedans and Christians. There is a small garrison 


ot soldiers, two Greek Catholic monasteries, and several 
iris schools. 


The children followed us as we walked 
about through the ruins, selling purses made of Syrian 


_| silk, into which they had woven the six great columns 


of the temple. They also asked for baksheesh and the 
begging palm was everywhere to be seen. 

I am surprised at the scanty vegetation of these 
mountains of Lebanon. I had expected to find them 


. covered with forests, whereas they are almost treeless. 


Their lower slopes are well cultivated and some of them 
are terraced almost to the top. Thousands of acres, 
made up of little patches, rise step-like one above an- 
other, covering the hills for miles and miles. The 
patches contain mulberry orchards and vineyards. 
There are also peaches and apples, and in the valleys 
are rich fields of wheat, barley and clover. The chief 
formation is limestone, and there are rocks everywhere, 
although the soil seems wonderfully rich. 

The cedars of Lebanon may have been great in the 
past, but they have now disappeared. The only ones 
left are situated about nine or ten hours from Baalbek. 
The trees grow in the thin soil, which covers the white 
limestone, the ground being coated with spines, cones 
and leaves. The oldest trees are seven in number, and 
ithe tallest is not more than eighty feet high. The 
largest of all is about fifteen feet thick, so you see they 
are mere sprouts in comparison with the big trees of 


,| California and quite small as compared with the giants 
of Washington and Oregon. The cedars which were 


taken for the temple probably came from the region 
where the old cedars stand, although other parts of 


with woods. The logs must have been cut in the for- 
ésts, and carried over the mountains, a distance of 
forty or fifty miles, to the seacoast. The rafting was 
done under the direction of King Hiram of Tyre, and 
the logs were probably towed down to Jaffa, and thence 
carried up the mountains of Judea to Jerusalem, a 
distance of abouf forty miles. The cedars bear cones 
which are about as large as a goose egg, the leaves or 
spines of the cones being solid rather than detached, 
as those of our cedars at home. The wood is whitish in 
color; it is soft and for building is far inferior to 
cypress or pine.

For even this man, John Lane of the city ot Washing 
ton, was not born until a quarter of a century after 
Washington died.

“Well,” said the Father of His Country, “I’ve 
had a good many of them before, and I think I'll prob- 
ably be able to pull through this one if nobody is in- 
spired by the coming of the anniversary to start a 
movement for the erection of another statue to my 


memory. 

“I don’t mind being on the 2-cent postage stamps. It 
shows that nobody ever licxed me, living or dead, ex- 
cept when my back was turned. But I do object to the 
monuments. One of the worst things about being a 
public man in this country is that the populace huris 
bricks at you living, and marble at you, dead. I've 
been done in stone sitting in a stone bath cabinet with 
nothing on except a stone sheet in front of the Capitol, 
and I've been done in bronze on an impossible pranc- 
ing horse, waving a bronze sword in an attitude which 
would excite the contempt of anybody that ever rode a 
horse or carried a sword. I've been done on a pedestal, 
heroic size, with Percheron ankles, and the people of 
my race have come and contemplated it and then gone 
away in a dazed state wondering how anybody with 
legs like that ever whipped the British and helped to 
found a new nation. Father of his country? No. 
Father of a Norman colt? Perhaps. Yes, that has 
been their attitude of mind. My memory has also been 
perpetvated in the Washington Monument and in 
the Washington pie, something almost as durable and 
indestructible; and a group of commissioners of the 
District of Columbia were with difficulty restrained 
lately from further adding to the traditions that cluster 
around my last resting place at Mt. Vernon by putting 
up a penitentiary in its immediate vicinity. I’ve had 
enough glory of that sort. Every amateur moulder in 
brass, every graduate of a correspondence school of 
sculpture, and nearly every professional has taken his 
whack at me; and I, so far as I personally am con- 
cerned, I am perfectly willing that the approaching 
February 22 should be celebrated merely in the custom- 
“| ary way by the closing of the banks, the public offices, 
Wall street and the New York Stock Exchange, even 
for a limited period.” 

“What,” I asked, “do you think of the present condi- 
tions of our country and how do you regard its pros- 
pects for future existence?”

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Making a Study of Giants. 
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GINNING TO BE UNDERSTOOD. 
By Rene Bache. 


HE largest man ever born in this country, with one 

exception, died recently in a hospital near Wash- 

ington. His name was John Turner; his height 
was seven inches over seven feet, and the breath was 
hardly out of his body when scientific institutions in 
verious places began to bid against each other for the 
possession thereof. 

A giant is worth a good deal of money dead. The 
‘Army Medical Museum would have been delighted to 
obtain the skeleton of Turner, but could not afford to 
enter the competition. What will become of it eventu- 
ally nobody seems to know, but one may safely predict 
that it will not enjoy the privilege of Christian burial. 
It is too valuable. 

The reason why it is so valuable is that it serves to 
illustrate one of the most remarkable of the phenomena 
of physiology—namely, that of “giantism,” which is now 
recognized as a pathologic condition. Furthermore, the 
extraordinary overgrowth of the individual thus afflicted 
is due to a disease of a small gland, about the size of a 
pea and somewhat oval in shape, which is sftuated at 
the base of the brain. It is called by anatomists the 
“pituitary body.” 

In 1783 there died in London a very remarkable giant 
named Charles O’Brien, who was so anxious to escape 
postmortem exhibition as an anatomical specimen that 
he left instructions to the effect that his body was to be 
buried at sea. The cupidity of his heirs, however, over- 
came their respect for his wishes, and, by the payment 


2s 


of $2500, the College of Surgeons was able to secure pos- 
session of the skelton, which, prepared and mounted by 
William Hunter, the famous anatomist, may be seen to 
this day in the museum of that institution. 

It is said that, in life, no giant ever created so great a 
sensation as did O’Rrien, who was by actual measure 
ment four inches above eight feet in height. He pos- 
sessed enormous strength, and is described as having 
been clever and shrewd—a very exceptional thing in 
giants, who, as a rule, are lacking in intelligence. Nev- 
ertheless, he squandered a fortune, which he made by 
exhibiting himself, in gluttony and intemperance, and 
died before reaching 24 years of age. 

Perhaps the strangest fact in regard to giantism is 
that one may become a victim to it at almost any time 
of life. Thus you or I, without any seeming cause, may 
start in tomorrow or next year to become a giant. This, 
in fact, was what actually happened hot long ago to a 
middle-aged clergyman of the Church of England. 
Nothing appeared to be the matter with him, but, to 
his great surprise, he found that he was obliged to buy 
gloves of a larger size every time he purchased a new 
pair. With his hats it was the same way. Then his 
coats became too small for him, and he outgrew all of 
his shoes. Finally, he consulted a physician, and was 
informed that he was suffering from giantism. 

If a human skull be examined, there will be found, not 
far from the middle of the bottom of the brain box, a 
small cavity, into which the end of a finger may be 
thrust. This cavity, during the lifetime of the individ- 
ual, is occupied by the “pituitary body,” a bit of struc- 
ture half gland and half nerve stuff, about which science 
knows practically nothing, except that it has impor- 
tantly to do with growth. Apparently it forms a secre- 
tion which controls certain functional activities. At all 
events, in cases of giantism it is always either much 
shrunken or else greatly enlarged, usually the latter. 

Fortunately giantism is an extremely rare disease. 
What causes the trouble with the “pituitary body” is un- 


His bodily strength gradually 
leaves him, however, and more or less mental weak- 
ness supervenes. Severe headaches are a characteris- 
tic symptom. 

The fingers and toes are first to enlarge. Later on 
they hands become huge and spade-shaped, and the feet 
likewise exhibit a tendency to grow. At the same time, 
the bones of the face spread and thicken; the forehead 
projects, the cheek bones broaden, and the lower jaw 
becomes square and massive. So symmetrical is this 
enlargement of the jaw that the teeth are widely sepa- 
rated without loosening. The head and the extremities 
exhibit the most striking overdevelopment, but the 
trunk and limbs join in the general structural change, 
the shoulders greatly broadening. Usually the lips 
thicken, the lower lip tending to protrude and turn 
down. | 

Giantism ordinarily attacks people in later adoles 
cence, before they have attamed the full measure of 
their normal growth. Thus it seems as if it were a 
mere continuation of such growth. When Dr. Hunter 
hung up the skeleton of the Irish giant, O’Brien, ir the 
museum of the College of Surgeons, he was not at all 
aware that it was a pathological specimen. Only within 
very recent years has it come to be known that giants 
are victims of a disease. But, such being the case, it 
is not surprising that they do not live long. Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson recently got together some mortality figures 
which showed that the average longevity of these over- 
grown members of the human race is only 


years. 

There is no record of any giant in modern times who 
has lived longer than forty-five years. This relatively 
great age was attained by Patrick Cotter, another Irish 
giant, who made his appearance not long after the death 
of O’Brien. He was of about the same height as the

Naturally the stature of giants is usually more or less 
exaggerated. P. T. Barnum, in his memoirs, says that 
he never could find a human being that would come 
up to the eight-foot mark, though he searched the world 
for curiosities during the half-century of his experience 
as a showman. Seven feet is a good height for an ordi- 
nary show giant. Doubtless, the tallest man ever ex- 
hibited in this country was Chang, the Chinese giant, 


who was advertised as eight feet high. As a matter ot 
fact, he was only about six inches over seven feet. He 


was slenderly built, and a flowing robe and thick-soled 
shoes helped out the effect. An advantage he had over 
most other giants was that he showed no striking de- 
formity or great overdevelopment of hands and feet. 
Undoubtedly much bigger people than Chang have 
lived within recent times. One of these was a woman, 
Pauline Marie Elizabeth Wedde, otherwise known as 
the Queen of the Amazons, who was born in Thuringia 
in 1866. She first appeared in public at the Alhambra, 
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in London. Good-looking, well-proportioned, and at that 
time young, she measured four inches above eight feet. |

Twee- 
dale was the first man to enter the pit. He had donned 
his oxygen helmet, and intended to stay in the mine the 
full two hours, forgetting that he had used about twenty 
minutes’ supply of oxygen at the morning practice.

The raising of willow shoots for the manufacture of 
basket goods is an enormous industry in Europe. 
There are ninety different varieties of willow culti- 
vated abroad, and the majority of them have decided 
advantages over the product of willow farms in this 
country. 

The culture of willow shoots requires so much spe 
cial knowledge and such care in the selection of stock 
that it will doubtless be many years before the Ameri- 
can growers can hope to grow basket material which 
will in every way satisfy the manufacturer. 

A recent report, however, tells of one farmer in the 
middie West who cleared $10,000 on a sixty-acre crop, 
and certain willow planters in the East and South who 
after making patient tests of various species have suc- 
ceeded in growing excellent shoots. 

For basket-making, a willow shoot must be slender, 
tough, pliable and cylindrical. In this country no two 
solls will grow the same quality of willow. Every 
planter has of necessity to experiment for his own 
locality and select the species best adapted to his soil 
and climate. 

Importations of the best white willow shoots from 
Europe will often degenerate in an American soll until 
they are mere worthless, brittle switches. In the East 
the willow rust has to be combated, and in various c- 
mates various species are immune to the disease. 
This whole culture is in its infancy here, but when 
properly handled willow planting is immensely profit- 
able, and the industry in this country is so enormous 
that it will mean a great saving to American manu- 
facturers when they are able to buy their materials 
from domestic growers.— [Chicago Tribune.

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PROPAGATION BY CUTTINGS. 


SOME IMPORTANT FACTORS IN THE WORK 
CONSIDERED.

principles underly the whole scheme literally root and 
branch. A cutting and a scion for grafting differ but 
little. A graft is a means of propagation where the cut- 
or scion is put upon the same or a different sort of 
plant which is already rooted, while a simple cutting is 
a piece of tree or plant entirely removed and so treated 
as to grow roots and other parts for itself and thus be- 
comes an independent or separate individual. 
Cuttings for propagation is a very comprehensive 
term, for they range from soft, herbaceous tips that a 
breath of cold air would blight to a piece of wood as 
hard as grows on a mature timber tree. Hardy cuttings 
are those which may be taken rather indiscriminatingly 
and stuck into the soil under ordinary conditions of 
open garden culture, exposed to both sun and wind, as 
well as cold. Willows, poplars, crepe myrties, privets 
and nearly all deciduous flowering shrubs belong to this 
class. Others require what the propagator calis “half- 
ripened wood,” that is, wood which, while performing all 
the functions to be expected at maturity, is nevertheless 
not perfectly hard or fully-matured wood. Such cut- 
tings may need shading, protection from winds and 
cold or even a little more atmospheric humidity than 


our climate furnishes. Still other sorts of plants are 
propagated only from “soft-wooded” cuttings, though 


some sorts are grown from all three. But whatever the 
nature of the cutting the art of successful propagation 
consists in guarding against the exhaustion of sap by 
evaporation until the roots have been grown to give it a 
new and independent existence. That is why some cut-

Nearly all propagation by cuttings is done in late au- 
tumn, winter, or early spring and therefore artificial 
heat is needed for many plants. This class we do not 
advise the amateur to waste time with, as they may be 
purchased at less cost than they may be grown at home. 
Professionals usually have houses heated by steam or 
hot water, but if the amateur will coax nature in this 
gentle art of multiplication he should construct a good 
hotbed.The principles involved and the construction 
of hotbeds is fairly well understood; yet at the close of 
a lecture on plant life, a few weeks ago, the writer 
was a*ked why a hotbed wa: a failure when it had six 
inches of good manure for a foundation. A foot and a 
half of stable manure after it is well trodden down is 
as little as should be used.

HE best evidence of the value of this type of school- 

extension interest may perhaps be seen in a more 
particular reference to the actual club work of boys and 
girls already succssfully carried on in several States. 
The first State-wide movement of this kind began about 
1898, in New York, under the auspices of the College 
of Agriculture of Cornell University, as a development 
from its nature-study lessons. 

This work has now gone over the whole State and 
has taken a variety of forms, such as corn growing, po- 
tato growing, fruit growing, poultry raising, and gar- 
den contests, with special prizes to girls for the best 
work in sewing and breadmaking.

In his 1890 report this opinion was strengthened 
in the following words: “The poultry products of this 
country represent in the aggregate a vast sum, and the 
industry is one which exists, or should exist, on every 
farm in this country and which consequently, interests 
a larger number of constituents of this deparment than 
any other single industry.” 

From that time on, poultry investigations have oc- 
cupied a large place in the department's work, until its 
annual output in eggs and products have grown to $700,- 
000,000 for 1909. Large as this figure may seem, it is 
sustained by data covering its development by States. 
In 1904 Oklahoma was opened, and in the 1910 census 
we find Oklahoma credited with a poultry and egg pro- 
duction representing $2,962,000. In 1895 Kansas re 
ported $3,431,000 in poultry; in 1910 it was over $10,- 
000,000; last year Missouri reported sales of hen fruit 
and carcass exceeding $46,000,000. In the Rocky Moun- 
tain States and along the Pacific Coast the develop- 
ment has also been pronounced, but not anywhere near 
so large in annual production.

TWO GOOD FRIENDS. 


Valley States are the region of chicken, turkey, duck 
and goose farming, as well as the region for beef and 
pork. Here nature produces the feeds that have to be 
converted into meat, which in turn goes to feed man- 
kind. In a diversified agriculture there is no other side 
issue that pays so well in proportion to the investment 
and time and labor consumed as poultry. And on the 
grain farms of Kansas and Iowa, the hen is a side 
rather than a main crop. 


Eggs True to Label. 


Under a recent date an Associated Press dispatch 
gives the intelligence that the San Francisco Board of 
Trade has begun a crusade against the selling of storage 
hen fruit as freshly picked. The complaints specifically 
charge that the defendants sold as fresh, eggs that were 
not recently laid by the great American business hen, 
and which were deficient in specific gravity, having 
greater air space than fresh, sound, clear and sweet 
eges. All of which will interest hen owners if not the 
Teatliered bipeds themselves. These complaints are 
based on violations of the pure food laws, both State 
and Federal, and it is anticipated that convictions will 
follow.

inquiries for more light on the subject. The principal 
point at issue is how much to feed. In this connection 
it is well to remember that a good egg-yield depends on 
more than one thing. Primarily it means good stock, 
good quarters, proper feeding and intelligent care 
taking, exercise, and cleanliness. Certain elements in 
the food may stimulate the ovaries and so act favorably 
to a larger egg-yield. Its permanency, however, is 
questionable in the writer’s estimation, who has never 
fed either red pepper or mustard with a view to in- 
creased egg-production, but has used the former as a 
preventive against colds. The experience of English 
breeders in this respect is certainly interesting. As to 
quantity, we should say about a heaping teaspoonful 
to every twelve hens. In the case of red pepper, we 
would prefer to buy the red peppers and chop into the 
mash, rather than use in the powdered state. Some al- 
lowance must also be made on the ground of quality. 
Some varieties are much more pungent than others. 


The Winning Way. 


Verily, the secret of success is in knowing how. The 
man who puts brain and brawn, heart and soul, blood 
and iron into his business, usually comes under the 
wire, it matters little whether his vocation is banking or 
railroading, merchandising or manufacturing, or only a 
chicken business. And the man we are writing about 
chose the last mentioned, and has duly arrived on 
schedule time. His name is Frederic Lyne, his bust 
ness the Lynehurst Poultry Farm, and the place Tucson, 
Ariz. That it is a real business, and not a few hens in 
the back yard, is shown in the fact that the plant enjoys 
the possession of 3400 White Leghorn laying hens, which 
“get away with” fifteen tons of feed every thirty days, 
and which produce hen fruit of superior quality by the 
dozen, the case and the carload—all of which finds its 
way into the hands of consumers in aristocratic red and 
gold cartons holding an even and uniform dozen. These 
eggs are disposed of as not only “fresh ranch eggs,” but 
as “newly laid” hen fruit, reaching its market within 
forty-eight hours after being picked. As almost every 
one knows, the market is always quite well supplied 
with the former, but of the latter, “the real thing,” the 
market is not over supplied—at least not that anybody 
knows of. 

What has been accomplished by this egg farm in 
Tucson is equally feasible in Southern California. But 
the fellow trying it must put into the enterprise an 
equal energy and initiative. 


A Needed Reform. 


There has been introduced in the present California 
Legislature a bill making it mandatory on the part of 
breeders and dealers to sell all eggs and other poultry 
products by the pound instead of by the dozen. This is 
in compliance with the wishes of the Haywards and Pet- 
aluma Poultry Producers Association, and on the whole 
meets with the approval of the poultry industry quite 
generally. This is no new movement; Iowa and other 
States have had similar laws enacted, but somehow hen 
fruit in our leading markets still goes by count rather 
than by weight, so thoroughly is the custom intrenched. 
As an economic and just proposition, the selling of 
hen fruit by weight has everything to commend it. 
Fresh-laid eggs are heavier than those that have been 
cold-storaged; large eggs have a better value than small 
ones; the hen laying the largest number of eggs may 
fall far short of the one producing a less number but 
more product by weight; and so the inequalities of the 
dozen system are present all along the line.

FIELD NOTES. 
No Interference. 


HE attempt made by a Board of Supervisors in the 

San Joaquin Valley to induce the Legislature to 

modify the powers of the county horticultural com- 
missioners of the State seems to have fallen by the way- 
side. In every county possessing an able, vigilant horti- 
cultural commissioner the fruit growers are inclined to 
have his powers increased. They have faith in this 
plan of insect control, and realize that the present law 
has given them certain protection if its provisions 
are duly enforced. The Supervisors in many counties 
are not interested in horticulture, but they should be 
willing to give back to the growers a fair propor#en of 
the tax the latter pays annually upon the assessed valu- 
ation of their trees. In one small county the growers 
pay $7500 into the county treasury for the privilege of 
growing fruit trees. Of this amount the county horticul- 
tural commissioner gets about $1000 a year. 


Strictly Business Precaution. 


WAS recently invited to inspect the work done at the 

packing-house of the Orange Growers’ Cash Associa- 
tion at Redlands. This firm is one of several which are 
giving detailed attention to the careful handling of fruit 
made so impressive by the researches in transporting 
oranges and lemons conducted by the Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


One of the novelties observed was the work of a ma- al petition. Those who are fighting fruit pests, Russian 


chine used to bevel all the edges of the slats and end 
pieces of the orange box. This machine rounds off all 
the edges which might otherwise injure the fruit. One 
man devotes his whole time to repairing field picking 
boxes, removing splinters, driving down nails and re 
moving every danger of wounding or bruising the fruit. 
These boxes are inspected and repaired every time they 
appear at the packing-house. As a great deal of money 
is invested in these picking boxes the manager believes 
that it pays to repair each box as a matter of economy 
in boxes, aside from the great protection afforded by 
having all sources of injury to the fruit removed from 
the box. 

A blank form of. field inspector’s report indicates the 
care used by a modern packing-house in keeping tab 
upon the pickers’ work. This is but a sample of the 
care used in every department. In one column of the 
blank is the picker's number. Following to the right 
is a column each, showing long stems, clipper cuts, stem 
punctures, scratches, bruises and gravel. At the bottom 
of the page may be recorded the totals for each of the 
above made by the whole picking crew and another 
showing the average number of oranges damaged, the 
total number per day picked by the crew, with a weather 


report appended.

Be careful of the loading, the hauling 
and of every operation in the packing-house, from the 
unloading of the fruit to the final loading in the car. 
Watch the emptying of the fruit from the sacks. Sound 
fruit is the price of eternal vigilance, but every grower 
and every shipper can have it if he will devote as much 
attention to it as he does to the culture or selling of the 
crop. The control of decay is a business proposition. It 
is not self-regulating. A system that insures careful 
handling leads to better work in every department of 
the citrus-fruit industry.”

“Medical Trust.” Their first step was to organize a 
number of bighly intelligent and respectable gentle- 
men under the name of a “Committee of One Hundred,” 
to act as cat's paws in moulding public opinion, or as a 
, screen behind which the Medical Trust could hide. 
These well-meaning but misguided men have allowed 
themselves to be used for a purpose of which they were 
not aware, namely, that the American Medical Associ- 
ation may inaugurate the closed shop in medicine, and 
assume a practical monopoly of the healing art in this 
country, having supreme control over the bodies of the 
people. As soon as the “Committee of One Hundred” 
had served its purpose it was quietly laid on the shelf. 
We have heard very little of it for some time past. It 
was never more than a blind. 

The “regular” medical profession has been driven 
by desperation to take some step of this kind, as it 
finds itself utterly unable to keep up with the proces- 
sion, on a fair basis of open competition. The people 
have had about enough of drugging and bacteriolo&y 
and serum injection, and unnecessary surgical opera- 
tions, that leave unfortunate patients invalids for lite 
and often fimancial wrecks besides. The people, by 
thousands and hundreds of thousands, are now turning 
to more rational methods, embracing such natural hygi- 
enic methods as diet, exercise, bathing, hydropathy, 
osteopathy, breathing, massage and suggestion. Con- 
sequently, a large number of the great army of “regu- 
lar” physicians are finding it hard to make a living, 
and jobs must be found for them—or for such of them 
as are in the favor of the high muck-a-mucks of the 
A. M. A.

“Let no man think this is a false alarm. We have 
the admission of the American Medical Association it- 
self, that they have an emissary in every county in the 
United States, creating sentiment in favor of proposed 
legislation, and that it has a complete list of all political 
leaders of all parties, so tnat they are in a position to 
move accuracy in invoking political influence. Med 
cine is ten times as largely represented in legislation as 
heretofore, showing that like all other trusts, they are 
laying their plans deeply to perpetuate the tyranny of 
medicine.”

Cleanliness versus Epidemics. 


CORRESPONDENT of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
erat recently told of the wonderful improve 
ment made in the health conditions of Manila since the 
Americans have been in control. He writes that “good 
water and sewerage systems have abolished cholera and 
smallpox.” 

Exactly. Not, you may note, the injection of filthy 
animal virus into the blood, but simply cleanliness. 
That is what has caused the diminution during the last 
half-century of all filth diseases that formerly ravaged 
the civilized world, such as cholera, smallpox, the 
plague, and typhus fever. That is all the doctors, or 
any one else can ever do to “stamp out” these diseases 
—to make people observe inner and outer cleanliness, 
as far as possible. : 

Meantime, in the opinion of a number of eminent phy- 


conditions influencing the propagation and spread 
thereof” Not only is the Public Health Service em- | 
powered to investigate contagious and infectious dis- 
eases, but “the diseases of man Not only is it vested 
with complete authority over the health activities of 
the nation during times of plagues and epidemics, but 
at all times. 

It is maintained by the proponents of the Manu bill 
that its enactment into law would work no discrimima- 
tion against any school of medicine or system of neal- 
ing. Can it be assumed that with approximately 7900 
doctors in the employ of the Federal government, all of 
the allopathic or “regular” school, not one from any 

other, that consideration is now to be shown the inde- 

pendent schools? With greatly enlarged powers, neces- 
sitating the employment of a veritable army of physi- 
clans, how could the adherents of homeopathy, eclec- 
ticism, osteopathy, naturopathy and other methods ex- 
pect any fuller measure of justice? 

Following is an extract from a letter addressed to a 
newspaper by the Los Angeles branch of the National 
League for Medical Freedom: 

“The District of Columbia, coming as it does under 
the direct jurisdiction of the Federal authorities, has 
for years furnished an ample field for the testing of the 
theories of the government’s- health experts. It is 
therefore significant to observe what success has been 
obtained there in raising the standard of health and 
reducing mortality. 7 

“Following figures are selected almost at random 
from the government mortality statistics for the year 
1908, as compiled by Mr. Durand: 

“Average death rate per thousand population: 
Greater New York, 16.8; Chicago, 14; Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, 14.2; Milwaukee, 13.6; Minneapolis, 
0.3. 

“Compare the above figures with those of Washing 
ton with its rigorous laws of vaccination, inoculation 
and compulsory medication generally. in the same 
year Washington showed 4 death rate of 19.3. If the 
health officers of the Federal government have been 
able to do so little toward improving health conditions 
at the nation’s center, where they have been unhampered 
by lack of funds or embarrassed by consideration of 
State's rights, it must be conceded that the above fig- 
ures do not justify the placing of the health affairs of 
the nation in the hands of the Federal government. 


The American people do not demand such change, but 
reserve the right of selecting their school of medicine 
with the same freedom as they do their religion. Any 


siclan the unnatural methods of suppressing these dis- 
eases by polsoning the blood have contributed to the 
awful increase of cancer, tuberculosis and other all 
ments.

“Breaking” a Fever. 


DISPATCH from San Francisco, recently published 

in The Times, told of the discovery of a wonderful 
“anti-fever serum” by a physician of Bakersfield, Cal. 
According to the dispatch those who accept the efficacy 
oi the serum declare that with its use fever can be erad- 
icated “as decisively as a cut may be healed with the 
aid of a styptic stick.” The statement is also made 
that “a tuberculosis patient was pronounced cured 
within four days after the remedy had been applied.” 

This last statement is of itself sufficient to condemn 
the story as a gross exaggeration, or a fake. Apart 
from this, however, the icea of suppressing a fever is 
a gross violation of natural laws, and shows how 
densely ignorant of the basis of the healing art is the 
drugging and serum-injecting fraternity. To suppress 
a fever in this manner is a most dangerous proceed- 
ing. Watch for the after effects—should the patient 
nct succumb. A fever is a curative effort of nature to 
burn up impurities in the blood, and should to a er- 
tain point be encouraged, rather than suppressed. 
When the temperature becomes too high, a fever may 
readily and surely and safely be controlled by the outer 
an inner application of water, and flushing of the bow- 
els, no food whatever being given except a little fruit 
juice in the water. Here is an extract from an article 
on hydropathy by Dr. W. R. C. Latson, in his book “The 
Enlightened Life: 

“In the hydrotherapeutic or ‘water cure’ methods we 
have the most powerful of all the purely physical meth- 
ods of maintaining or restoring health. With a very 
few exceptions there is no effect that can be accom- 
plished by drugs which cannot be gained more rapidly, 
safely and agreeably by means of water applications. I 
say this in a judicial spirit, after many years’ experi- 
ence both with drugging methods and with hydro- 
therapy. 

“By means of water properly used, in connection with 
diet, gymnastics, water drinking and mental influence, 
we can, for instance, cure constipation, rheumatism or 
neuralgia in absolutely every case. To this there are 
no exceptions. Constipation, rheumatism, neuralgia 
and many other disorders can always be cured by meth- 
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should not be allowed the right to practice medicine as 
a qualified physician. The drug, at best, a poison, an 
evil thing; and if we can afford relief to the patient 
without the employment of the drug its use means not 
only incompetence but criminal ignorance and malprac- 
tice. 

“There is not a disorder to which ‘flesh is heir’ that 
cannot be cured or greatly relieved by hydrotherapy. 
The practice of water cure is old—old as history; but it 
is based upon knowledge and logic, and the patient who 
submits to it will find his symptoms relieved without 
pain, inconvenience or danger.” 

Remeniber that it is men who believe in such out- 
rageous medical proceedings as that above referred to 
who are asking to be placed in full control of the bodies 
of the people, under the guise of a National Bureau of 
Health. 


Mushrooms. 


FTER the bounteous rains of end of January and be- 

ginning of February many mushroom gatherers 
might be seen on the hills around Los Angeles. 

There are many varieties of edible fungi, besides that 
which we know as the mushroom. Also, there are some 
that are exceedingly deadly. The edible mushroom 
may be distinguished by its smell and appearance, more 
particularly by the smell, which is rich and not un- 
pleasant. The common test of cooking them with a 
gold ring or a silver spoon is a fallacy. 

It was formerly believed that mushrooms are as nour- 
ishing as beefsteak. This is a mistake, as they contain 
90 per cent. water. Three and one-half per cent. is pro- 
tein and a half per cent. is fat, so that they are not 
nearly so nitrogenous as meat. 

In Europe and in the East mushrooms are cultivated 
for the market. In the catacombs under Paris are im- 
mense mushroom beds. Attempts have been made here 
in Southern California to raise mushrooms, but with- 
out success. One who tried it was “Papa” Berth, for- 
merly leader of a local orchestra, who spent several 
thousand dollars and several years’ time, importing 
seed from his native France, and building a large ce- 
ment cellar, giving the mushrooms artificial moisture, 
but all in vain. It seems as if artificial moisture does 
not take the place of the naturally moist climate in 
which cultivated mushrooms thrive. 

Here is a recipe for cooking mushrooms, from Mrs. 


*| Rorer’s new cook book: 


“Cut the stems close to the gills. These may be put 


t | aside to use for flavoring sauce or soup. Wash care 


fully, gill sides down. Throw them into a colander to 
drain. To each pound allow two ounces of butter. Put 
the butter in a saucepan. When melted, not browned, 
throw in the mushrooms, either whole or cut into slices. 
Sprinkle over a teaspoonful of salt, a half saltspoonful 
of pepper; cover the saucepan closely and cook over a 
very slow fire for twenty minutes. Moisten a round- 
ing tablespoonful of flour in a little cold milk. When 
perfectly smooth, add a nalf-cup of milk. Strain this 
into the mushrooms; stir carefully until boiling. Serve 
at once, either plain or on toast.” : 

Hygienists, if they please, omit the salt and pep- 
per.
